The process of camouflaging 
beer-laden railway freight cars 

~ invan effort to get their contents 
into the United States was devel- 
oped further for the benefit of 
the royal curtoms commission 
here today. Cars of ‘‘contract- 
ors’ equipment,’’ of ‘‘serap ica- 
ther’’ and of ‘‘automobile tires”’ 
proved, according to evidence, to 
contain large quantities of Can- 
adian ale. 


One shipment of scrap automobile 
tires turned out to be 38,000 bottles 
of Canadian ale packed in barrels 
and acreened with old tires at the 
doors of the car and ecattered over 
the containers, 

The history of this car was par- 
ticularly interesting because of its 
mysterious movements. It was bill- 
ed from Waterloo to Kitchener, but 
in eome mysterious way it turned up 
at Mimico, Ont., according to John 
Hope, inspector of invest{gations for 
the Canadian National rallways, and 
waa placed on the Goodyear Tire 
compiuny track, 

Later it started on 
Chicago. 

Investigated Matter 

"T looked into the matter and the 
Goodyear Tire company disclaimed 
any knowledge of the customs pa- 
pera on the waybilia.”” Mr, Hope told 
the commission. “The car was #eiz- 
ed at Port Huron, Mich., on ite way 
into the United States.” 

Another car which went through 
the canioufaging process was billed 
on April 12, 1927, te Port Stanley 
aa ‘contractors’ equipment.” It de- 
veloped that this car contained not 
contractors’ equipment but 230 bar- 
rele of ale.

Scotland Will Initiate 


Canadian Prees Cabic 
LONDON, May 11—Scotland has 
been selected to initiate the govern- 
ment's great scheme of consolidat- 
ing and standardizing the country’s 


electrical supply which parliament 
adopted last year. The total esti- 
mated expenditure is 6,000,000 
pounds. 


The scheme proposes to select and 
operate ten of the forty existing 
generating stations. Two new sta- 
tions capable of genérating 190,000 
kilowatte will be bullt and it is eati- 
mated that by 1938 the total! stations 
will be reduced to eight capital ata- 
tions. These will be connected by a 
series of high-pressure main trans- 
mission lines with co-ordination of 
supply and standardization of fre- 
quency. 

Similar plans are under prepara- 
tion for different sections of Eng- 
land. A scheme of harnessing the 
Severn river tides for electrical 
power also is under discussion. 


Anglican Rectors’ Widows 
To Get Increased Pension

LONDON, Ont.,, May 11.—Wives 
of rectors of the Anglican churcy of 
Huron diocese who become widowed, 
will henceforth receive a pension of 
$600 a year, instead of $400, the 
pension which has been paid up to 
the present. This was the decision of 
the Huron synod in annual session 
here today. 

It was also decided to raise the 
pensions of widows already receiving 
allowances from the fund from $400 
to $500 a year. A move to increase 
the pensions of widows to $600 to 
put them on a par with those who 
become widowed in the future, was 
defeated due to lack of funds neces- 
sary for such an increase.

WASHINGTON, May 11—The 
Canadian legation was preparing 
today for the biggest task that 
has confronted it since the ap- 
pointment of Hon. Vincent Mas- 
sey as Canadian minister to the 
United States, Mr. Massey and 
his secretaries were in an all-day 
conference on the argument to be 
presented when they -meet repre- 
sentatives of the United States 
government tomorrow morning 
to discuss the new border immi- 
gration ruling requiring Canad- 
ian residents working on the Un- 
ited States side of the boundary 
to comply with the United States 
Jaws on the same basis as immi- 


grants. 

The first effort of the Canadian re- 
presentatives will be to secure @ 
promise that the new regulations 
will not come into effect this year, 
but will be postponed sufficiently to 
give those already working over the 
border time to secure complete re- 
cognition under the quota of 
country in whic hthey were born. 

5,000 Persons. Affected 

The general question of Canadian 
citizenship probably will be discussed 
as well as the right of the United 
States to define Canadian citizenship 
according to the United States stand- 
ard of birth rather than years of 
domicile. About five thousand resi- 
dents of Canadian border cities will 
be affected by the new ruling most 
of them of British birth
